THE 

GLOUCESTER  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 

The  chief  aim  of  vocational  education  in  general  is  to  train  for  profitable 
employment.  Vocational  Schools  of  the  high  school  level  are  concerned  with  home- 
making, agriculture,  the  distributive  occupations,  and  trades  and  industries.  The 
Gloucester  Vocational  School  offers  training  in  several  trades  connected  with 
industrial  work.  The  school  has  been  planned  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  boys 
of  high  school  age  to  acquire  the  skills  and  technical  knowledge  necessary  for 
employment  in  several  trades  in  industrial  fields. 

Industrial  work,  especially  in  the  skilled  trades,  requires  a specific  type  of 
training  which  involves  the  use  of  industrial  tools  and  machinery.  The  same  materi- 
als are  used  that  are  used  in  industry,  and  real  jobs  are  performed  similar  to  those 
which  are  found  in  commercial  shops.  Industrial  conditions  must  be  maintained 
as  nearly  as  possible,  and  the  instruction  must  be  given  by  men  who  understand 
this  type  of  work  if  the  training  is  to  be  effective. 

In  selecting  boys  for  training  in  the  Vocational  School,  several  factors  are 
considered.  The  boy  should  be  fairly  mature  and  willing  to  accept  responsibility 
if  he  is  to  be  entrusted  with  expensive  equipment.  He  must  have  some  mechanical 
aptitude  if  he  is  to  absorb  mechanical  ideas  readily  as  part  of  his  training.  He 
should  be  able  to  use  his  mind  as  well  as  his  hands  if  he  is  to  acquire  the  skill  which 
is  essential  for  fine  workmanship.  He  must  be  alert  if  he  is  to  learn  how  to  work 
safely  and  avoid  the  hazards  of  a shop.  Once  he  is  accepted  for  vocational  train- 
ing, he  should  show  by  his  conduct  and  by  the  type  of  work  which  he  produces 
that  he  is  able  to  benefit  by  this  type  of  education.  He  must  demonstrate  by  his 
progress  in  school  that  he  has  the  ability  which  will  enable  him  to  succeed  after 
he  has  found  employment  in  his  chosen  field  of  work. 
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HISTORY 


The  war  had  finally  ended,  and  a group  of  us  had  gathered  at  a little  restau- 
rant located  on  the  avenue  called  Unter  der  Linden,  in  Berlin.  We  had  just  seen 
the  last  Nazi  soldier,  penned  in  his  lair  by  relentless  pursuers,  disappear  in  a putt 
of  smoke  before  our  very  eyes;  and  the  nervous  tension  under  which  we  had 
lived  for  many  months  was  gone  in  a flood  of  greetings,  reminiscences,  and  quick 
laughter  as  we  greeted  our  host,  the  Allied  Provost-Marshall,  Major  Calvin 
Cahoon. 

Down  the  street  a way,  a crowd  of  soldiers  surrounded  a building  from  which 
came  Hitler's  voice  in  a steady,  earnest  protest  of  innocence;  and  the  resulting 
wind  reminded  us  of  the  hurricane  which  had  blown  open  the  doors  of  Gloucester 
High  School  to  admit  us,  in  September,  1938.  Just  as  the  German  wind  had 
blown  out  the  lights  all  over  Europe,  our  wind  had  blown  out  all  the  lights  north 
of  the  depot,  and  the  unfortunates  living  there  had  been  forced  to  arrive  at  school 


on  the  morrow  with  no  homework  done.  This  similarity  led  to  thoughts  of  our 
days  at  G.  H.  S.,  and  from  the  groups  now  scattered  at  the  tables  came  snatches 
of  conversation  as  memories  were  exchanged  of  things  once  important  to  us, 
but  now  half-forgotten. 

From  one  group,  I heard  Valerie  Knapp's  voice.  "We  were  really  the  fifty- 
fifty  class,  you  know  — two  years  in  the  old  school,  and  two  years  in  the  new. 
Remember  the  hustle  and  bustle  of  moving  to  the  new  school,  bringing  our  books, 
for  Presentation  Day?  Remember  how  lost  we — " But  Helen  Barusso  cut  her  off 
with,  "You  know,  it  hardly  seems  to  me  that  we  attended  the  old  high  school  at  all. 

I can't  seem  to  remember  very  much  about  it." 

Incredulous  exclamations  greeted  this  statement,  and  rebuttal  came  from 
all  over  the  room.  "Don't  you  remember  the  undefeated  football  team,  when 
we  were  Freshmen,  and  the  six-to-six  tie  game  with  Peabody  on  Thanksgiving  Day 
morning?"  demanded  Knockout,  half  out  of  his  chair.  ("I've  still  got  a postcard 
one  of  the  boys  sent  me  from  Washington,"  confessed  a small  blonde.)  "And 
don't  you  remember  Billy  Cahill,  the  Little  Giant  of  the  Essex  County  League,  on 
the  City  Hall  basketball  court?  And  Ken  Damon  playing  first  base  all  spring?" 
Myles  Campbell  wanted  to  know. 

"Yes,"  put  in  John  Burns,  "and  don't  you  remember  that  the  National  Honor 
Society  was  founded  that  year  to  give  us  a real  reward  for  scholastic  success?" 
This  led  Winnie  Andrews  to  recollect  that  the  Boys'  Glee  Club  was  also  organized 
that  year,  to  give  Bruce  Harriman,  Tony  Cristo,  Allan  Earle  and  Clifford  Benson 
a chance  to  get  used  to  wearing  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  uniform,  and  to  serve  as  pioneers 
for  the  class  at  the  Music  Festivals  in  May.  The  women  remembered  this  well,  be- 
cause they  had  to  wait  another  year  before  they  could  join  the  Glee  Club; 
although,  when  they  did,  they  certainly  made  up  for  time  lost. 

"The  Glee  Clubs  produced  H.  M.  S.  Pinafore  that  year,  too,"  remarked 
Eleanor  O'Brien,  "and  we  wondered  what  musical  we  would  do  v/hen  it  became 
our  turn". 

"But  we  weren’t  in  that,"  Betty  McKenna  reminded  her.  "We  had  our  own 
play,  The  Midnight  Ghost,  with  Priscilla  McKay,  Corinne  Cavanaugh,  Valerie 
Knapp,  Stella  Kopanon,  Ethel  Stavros,  Richard  McNamara,  Roland  Hildonen  and 
Allan  Earle  in  the  cast,  and  about  twenty  others  of  us  backstage.  That  was  the 
only  Freshman  Class  Play  ever  produced  fora  Freshman  Assembly  in  the  Glouces- 
ter High  School,  and  most  of  those  connected  with  it  continued  their  acting  in 
the  Dramatics  Club."  ("Yes,"  said  Pouting  Peggy,  "and  some  of  them  just  contin- 
ued their  acting.") 

"Of  course  I remember  now,"  said  Helen.  "Wasn't  it  the  very  next  year  that 
we  contributed  Richard  Amero  to  the  cast  of  Twelfth  Night,  along  with  Richard 
McNamara,  Sidney  Goldman,  and  Ethel  Stavros?"  Sidney,  hearing  his  name 
mentioned,  corroborated  her  statement,  and  remarked  that  he  most  certainly 
was  in  the  first  successful  blackout  to  be  held  in  the  Cape  Ann  area. 

"And  we  went  with  the  Glee  Clubs  to  the  Music  Festivals  that  year,  too," 
added  Harriet  Ellis.  "We  went  to  Wellesley  and  then  to  Lawrence,  and  on  the  way 
home  we  ate  and  danced  at  Putnam  Inn  to  music  played  by  Donald  Bowen,  Billy 
Peters,  Frederick  Rocha  and  some  of  the  other  boys  in  the  band." 

"Speaking  of  eating,"  began  Jack  Linehan,  "do  you  remember  those  de- 
licious, those  delightful,  those  de-devastating  toasted  cheese  sandwiches  that  used 
to  be  Friday  standbys  at  the  old  lunch  counter?  I wonder  what  ever  became  of 
them." 
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"And  speaking  of  the  lunch  room,  do  you  remember  the  smashing  victories 
Bebe  Alper  won  over  the  milk  company  there?"  asked  Gia  Cox. 

"Wasn't  it  that  year  that  Ethel  Stavros  and  you  competed  in  the  State 
Forensic  League  Trials?"  Stella  asked  her. 

"No,  Gia  competed  the  next  year,"  Billy  Harvey  informed  her,  "but  that 
was  certainly  the  year  of  the  Rainy  Field  Day  in  Gloucester.  It  was  our  first  chance 
to  show  off  as  real  soldiers,  and  it  looked  for  a while  as  though  we  weren't  going 
to  get  the  chance;  but  we  drilled  on  Sunday  instead,  before  an  even  larger  crowd 
than  usual." 

"Plenty  of  people  drilled  in  the  rain  during  the  next  few  years,"  Dick  Lopes 
remarked.  "War  was  declared  in  Europe  a few  days  before  we  went  to  school  that 
year;  it  seemed  awfully  slow  and  far  away  when  it  began,  but  it  certainly  got  faster 
and  closer  before  it  was  over." 

There  were  a few  seconds  of  silence,  which  was  broken  by  Johnny  Pierce. 
"Yes,  we  certainly  had  some  good  times  at  the  old  school  — the  old  study  hall 
with  the  'trouble'  seats  at  the  front  of  every  row,  four  recesses,  classes  in  the 
basement  and  the  girls'  gym,  girls  going  from  class  to  class  with  sneakers  and 
bloomers  under  their  arms,  attending  every  other  assembly  — but  how  about  the 
new  school?  Remember  our  first  year  there?" 

How  could  anyone  forget  that?  A babble  of  voices  arose,  and  a bit  of  con- 
versation came  from  here,  a fragment  from  there,  as  all  remembered  and  talked 
at  once. 

"The  long  distances,  slippery  floors,  shiny  cafeteria  with  hot  dishes  and 
checkers,  the  great  auditorium  with  Venetian  blinds,  the  roomy  gym  — the 
office  broadcasts,  when  nobody  worked  but  Mr.  Johnson  — showers  for  girls,  and 
big  folding  doors  in  the  gym  — the  new  Science  department,  with  exhaust  fans 
that  worked  so  well  you  had  to  look  at  the  numbers  on  the  doors  to  tell  which  was 
Mr.  Greely's  room  — lockers  so  big  you  could  almost  climb  into  them  — after- 
noon dances  in  the  gym  — glass-enclosed  bulletin  boards  to  discourage  vagrant 
artists  — corridor  guides,  but  no  traffic  cops  — Freshmen  in  the  gallery  at  all 
Assemblies — " All  this  and  much  more  flowed  from  invigorated  memories. 

"The  Glee  Clubs  gave  The  Mocking  Bird  that  year,  with  our  prima-donna, 
Stella  Kopanon,  leading  the  cast,  and  Bruce  Harriman,  Carlo  Lovasco,  Clifford 
Benson,  and  Allan  Earle  in  important  roles,"  Mary  Monbourquette  reminded  the 
group.  "Remember  the  Cassettes?  Eleanor  O'Brien,  Louise  Heald,  Shirley  Rice, 
Nancy  Patriquin  and  Nancy  Forbes  set  an  example  for  the  Music  Hall  Rockettes." 

"And  then,"  said  Billy  Bradley,  "with  the  money  we  earned,  we  traveled  in 
all  directions  — south  to  Plymouth,  and  north  to  Poland  Springs.  Remember  the 
free  bottles  of  water?" 

"No,  but  I remember  the  Salem  football  game  that  fall,"  Billy  Cahill  ans- 
wered him.  "What  a game  that  was.  And  I saw  the  snow  on  Newell  Stadium  the 
night  before  the  Peabody  game  from  the  working  end  of  a shovel.  Our  boys  were 
so  good  that  year  it  was  hard  to  pick  a single  captain  for  1941,  so  we  finally 
decided  that,  for  the  first  time  in  the  school's  history,  we  should  have  co-captains:
